When he first laid down, he had the pic- 
ture of King George the Third of England. When he awoke, 
George Washington had become the first President of the 
United States. Van Winkle was lost, and knew not who he was. 
“While he was peacefully snoring ... a revolution was taking 
place that would change the course of history,” recalled Dr. 
King. Yes, Van Winkle slept through it all.

BART and the BART Police Department 
have lost a very cherished and commit- 
ted law enforcement officer. Branco von 
Hauftanen, one of the first canine offi- 
cers in BART's police dog program, died 
recently at age 15. The German-born 
shepherd joined the police force in 1990 
and worked for five years with BART 
Police Officer Harry Holder (now 
retired). Branco and Officer Holder 
made many felony arrests together. 
“Branco was one of the first four 
canine teams that initiated the program 
in 1990, and he was instrumental in its 
success,” said Commander Clark Lynch.

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Mathur is First Woman on CalPERS Board in 40 Years 


priya Sara Mathur, a princi- n 5 
Pe financial analyst in 

Capital Development and j 
Control, has joined the CalPERS 
Board of Administration as the 
representative for public agency 
members. She was elected in 
January 2003 and will serve a 
four-year term to January 15, 2007. At age 29, Priya became the 
first woman elected to the Board in 40 years and its youngest 
member ever. She also is the first Indian-American to hold a 
statewide office in California. 

As a member of the 13-member Board of Administration, 
Priya decides on matters related to oversight and investment 
of fund assets, as well as benefit and membership issues. The 
board is responsible for the management and control of 
CalPERS, including exclusive control over administration and 
investment of the Public Employees Retirement Fund. The 
board has purview over several other public sector retirement 
systems, a medical and hospital program, a member home 


loan program and California’s contract with the federal gov- 
ernment for Social Security. Priya and her fellow board mem- 
bers make decisions that affect all 1.3 million active and retired 
members of CalPERS. 

Priya came to the board with the support of the American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees; the 
California State Employees Association, the California 
Professional Firefighters Association, and several other unions. 
She won her election against three other candidates with a plu- 
rality of just over 38 percent of the vote. 

In her capacity with BART, Priya participates in financing 
multi-billion dollar infrastructure projects, including BART’s 
$1.5 billion earthquake retrofit program. Before joining BART 
in 1998, she was a consultant with Public Financial 
Management, Inc., a leading advisor to local governments, 
bringing to market approximately $2.5 million in municipal 
bonds. She holds a masters degree in Business Administration 
from the University of California, Berkeley and a bachelor’s 
degree in Economics and Literature from Connecticut College.

Brad L. Burguin - 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops 


When wheels were worn, thick shims were installed 
above the car body plates to compensate for wheel wear. 
Brad Burguin suggested installing a space washer 
between the pie plate and elbow to lengthen the elbow 
and allow up to three shims to be installed, thereby creat- 
ing less need for adjustments. His idea was deemed 
acceptable as an emergency fix to put a car back into serv- 
ice, earning Brad a $250.00 safety award. 


William Clark 

Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops 

Three great ideas earned William Clark a customer service 
award of $500.00. He suggested applying control tags to 
parts from the plate assembly seal (air suspension with

teflon) to encourage their reconditioning. Some plates had 
been tossed away and not returned. William also sug- 
gested providing protective shipping crates for A2 and B2 
parts to minimize damage to these expensive parts. 
Finally, William suggested removing three-inch extension 
pipes and placing grease fittings directly into the motor 
bearing housing. The pipes had been breaking off at the 
base of the traction motor bearing housing. 


Robert J. Scott 

Employee Development Specialist, Rolling Stock & Shops 
The friction brake Electro Hydraulic Unit could be con- 
taminated when the oil reservoir breather cap was 
removed. Such contamination could cause accelerated 
wear of critical friction brake parts. Robert suggested 
installing a standoff adapter to elevate the breather cap 
and keep dirt and other contaminants from falling into 
the reservoir. This idea earned Robert a $200.00 safety 
award. 


Joel Yared 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops 


Mica dust would be vacuumed out of the work area dur- 
ing the process of undercutting the T/M and M/A com- 
mutator, leaving behind resin fumes. Workers wore dust 
masks or respirators to guard against the fumes. Joel sug- 
gested using a larger vacuum, and venting it outside and 
away from the work area to eliminate the fumes. His idea 
earned Joel a $200.00 safety award. b
